LECTURE ON 
BOYS' WORK 
YESTERDAY 

Taylor Statten Appeals For 
T«en Age Boy 

CS.E.T. PROG RAMME 

Training Classes For Leaders 
Next Month 




Mr. Taylor Statten, Secretary of the 
National Boys Work Board, addressed 
a smaill 'but appreciative audience in 
Stra*hcoiia Hall yesteday afternoon. Or. 
Best, who is himself interested in this 
work, introduced the speaker by a refer- 
ence to his untiring r-ttorts on behalf of 
thegrowing boy. 

Mr. Statten commenced by saying that 
he had been disappointed in more than 
one young man at McGill who should 
have been engaged in Boys work. Col- 
lege men cannot afford to refuse giving 
seme service to the world. Studicr may 
be hard and their time is somewhat tak- 
en up bu't unless they can present some 
offering of sacrifice they arc sure to get 
nothing in return. Mr. Statten pointed 
out that the possibilities in Boys work 
are tremendous. The conia:t with 
qoung minds keeps one close to yoitih 
and helps to ward off the stiff formal- 
ism that seem* to accompany advancing 
years. But, apart from this, the. realiza- 
tion of having helped a boy over the 
tempestuous years of the early teen age 
is more than a mere reward. Profes- 
sional and business men arc beginning 
to sec that here is a field of vital im- 
portance and they are giving their time 
and money for the advancement of 
this work. Mr. Statten looks on Boys 
Work more as a hobby than a profes- 
sion. The early teen age, from 12 to 15, 
is' a critical one in a boy's life. At this 
time he : begin* to unfold ; he raak>:s de- 
cisions for himself, the influence of 
parents and home is gradually -.veakencd 
and he comes under the sway irf the 
gang, whose leader is his hero. Much 
depends on this leader as to whether his 
future life, is to be for good or evil, and 
here is where the influence of anoldcr 
boy means so much to his young life.

This is the se 
cond event of its kind and from the re- 
sults of last year's meet it was thought 
worth while to make it an annual event 
It is open to school boys from all ovi»r 
Canada and the competition is very Hve- 
ly between the various schools. ' List 
year the honours went to Hamilton 
Collegiate but there are many rivals who 
are looking forward to carrying off the 
laurels this year. The youngest clsss, 
11 years and under, has been eliminaited 
and more events have been scheduled 
for the older boys. The age and weight 
classification lias been changed to avoid 
any injustice to competitors. The boy's 
interest in any form of athletics is 
proverbial and there should be a credit 
able exhibition of sport on May 27th. 
Following is a schedule of event: — 
CLASS 1. — Boys 13 years of age, ir- 
respective of weights. Boys 14 and 15 
years of age and under 100 lbs. 

Events: 75 yard dash; Running High 
Jump: 220 yard run; 440 relay; 4 boys 
each 110 yards. (AH boys from same 
school.)

A boy might, have the best of home 
training up to the age of fifteen aud 
then "go to the dogs" through the influ- 
ence of evil companions. In the major- 
ity of cases his father's interests are 
not his and he looks to an older boy 
for guidance 
The C. S. E. T. program is designed 

«o develop the boy so that he will "stand 
foursquare to all the winds," including 
as it does the physical, intellectual, relig- 
ious and social side of his life. One of 
the most efficient means of training the 
boy to trust his fellows is to engage him 
in group games. Team play is an excel- 
lent antidote for selfislmess. The boy 
who can make a sacrifice hit in a base- 
ball game is going to co-operate with 
tns business associates in later years. 

Mr. Statten admitted that the work is 
Still in its infancy and that the results 
arc very uncertain. When the Quebec 
Bridge fell the engineers knew just 
where the trouble lay and they were able 
to repair it, but when a boy goes wrong 
it is not simply a feat of engineering to 
repair the deficiency. The speaker clos- 
ed with an eloquent appeal in this noble 
task of keeping the young boy straight. 

Dr*. Best then called attention to the 
short course in the training of leaders, 
which is to be held in the Y. M. C. A. 
on Drummond St. on Monday evenings 
from February 6th. to March 6th. This 
course is under the auspices of the 
Boys* Work Board.

CANADIAN NATIONALITY. 

Canada is a nation but has no Can- 
adian nationality if we are to judge from 
census classification. The census claj- 
sifies us as English, Irish, "Scotch, 
French, or whatever our extraction may 
be. This is all very well for those who 
have just come to our shores, but sure- 
ly the third and fourth generations in 
this land may call themselves Canadian. 
Why can they not bear the name of the 
land of their birth? Their fathers and 
mothers came from the old lands and 
by their sacrifice and through their 
hardy pioneering spirit have laid the 
foundations of our nation. 

Canada is a young nation but claims 
her national spirit We did not know 
recognition as such on the grounds of 
her national spirit. We did not know 
much about national spirit until nine- 
teen 'fourteen, for our deepest feelings 
are not on the surface. Then we learned 
how strong our national spirit was, for 
without hesitation Canada took her 
place beside the Mother Country in that 
dark hour. No Canadian man or woman 
would have bad it otherwise, although 
certain nations expressed surprise at our 
action and deemed it unnecessary. Can- 
ada entered the war of her own free will 
and doubtless could have held aloof if 
she had desired. The war drew us closer 
together ; everything was forgotten save 
that we were at war. We emerged from 
the struggle, battered but united— a na- 
tion. 

The League of Nations has reccogniz- 
ed Canada as a nation, that is, has rec- 
ognized her as a unit apart from Great 
Britain. We arc now a link in the great 
international chain. Canada's voice will 
be heard in the council chamber express- 
ing the sentiments of her people. A 
later development is the treaty which 
relieves Canada and the other British 
states from necessary acquiescence in 
the treaties made by Great Britain. This 
•is a further recognition of our nation- 
hood. But because we are Canadian, let 
us not forget that we are British, that 
we belong to a great imperial league o'f 
nations— the British Empire.

DR. SHAPLEY EXPLAINS THE 
STRUCTURE OF SPACE. 



Dr. Harlow Shaplcy. director of 
the Harvard College astronomical la- 
boratory, has iprcpared ft scientific 
treatise on "Star and Atoms," which 
will be published in the February num- 
of The Tech Engineering News. 

In the article Dr. Shapley tells of 
the manner in which interstellar space 
can be accurately measured and of 
the experiments carried on a t Tech- 
nology that have made these measure- 
ments possible. The general method 
employed is that, of the peculiar ac- 
tion of gases when ironized and when 
the atomic structure is changed. The 
inadequacy oi the triangulation meth- 
od of measurement and the superiority 
of the photometric systems are fully 
explained. Simple illustrations are 
given so that those who are unaccus- 
tomed to astronomical terms or meth- 
ods can easily follow this latest branch 
of modern astronomy. Dr. Shapley 
also tells of the atomic structure and 
odd behavior of the various known in- 
terstellar gases and their spectra re- 
lation to the various elements such as 
strontium, manganèse and calcium.

There appeared on the bulletin 
boards of various buildings on the 
campus notices asking for suggestions 
as to a name for the paper, an editorial 
policy and for nominations of a manag- 
ing editor, advertising manager and so 
on. Only seniors and juniors, the 
poster said, will be eligible for such 
offices. 

The reason for this near-venture is 
doubtless the general dissatisfaction 
among co-eds with the Pcnnsylvaui- 
an, the editors of which, for some 
reason, have ' never been , cheerful 
about the co-educational aspects of the 
University.

THEORIES ARE ALL RIGHT- 
BUT 

A student doing some research work 
a few days ago went down to the Law- 
rence Telephone Company's ofiice to in- 
terview a "telephone girl" or a manager 
of "telephone girls." He came back im- 
pressed with the thought that telephone 
operators have to have a lot of good 
sense to hold their jobs. He was sur- 
prised to iiave found that not just any- 
one can do that work. In speaking -of 
the experience to some friends, one of 
them replied that he had found out that 
almost any one of these so called "com- 
mon jobs" require exercise of good 
judgment, and withal, more intclleot 
than is generally supposed. He got his 
ideas while working at the stadium last 
summer. He told about, seeing several 
college men down there working as day 
laborers and he said that many of 
them were not able to carry out the or- 
ders of the foreman as sensibly as some 
of Che less educated workmen. 

All this coupled with the fact that big 
concerns everywhere are cutting down 
their working forces and all the while 
expecting more of the employees that 
are retained, lias a meaning 'for college 
men and women. It is still more signifi- 
cant when one considers ■ the thought 
brought out in a newspaper story from 
New York recently to the effect that 
college trained persons arc actually hav- 
ing hard times finding jobs— jobs— not 
positions— but just plain jobjs. Women 
with A. B, degrees there are trying for 
places as counter clerks and arc refused 
employment, the department store man- 
agers preferring to hire gi'rs with exper- 
ience, regardless of the education. The 
fact that college degrees are becoming 
so common now-a-days, coupled with 
the fact that business is cramping itself 
rather than expanding, puts a discount 
on the college education, commercially 
speaking, in comparison with the grim 
old implement of the bread winner, ex- 
perience. 

AH this is no argument against the 
college education. It merely points to the 
fact that the college man should be look- 
ing out for his 'future welfare as he 
goes aflong. During the summers, dur- 
ing the school year as much as pos- 
sible, all the time, he should be getting 
practical work in the line which he in- 
tends to follow. Such a policy will make 
him able to go to his future employer 
and say, "Yes sir, I know how it's done. 
I've had experience along that line."

THE THOUGHTLESS 
SPOOKS IN TRAINING 

0! wonder of wonders! a new school 
"ished itself at McGill, with 
uilding as its base. Tis a train- 
. ing school for thougth'Icss spooks, where 
these individuals arc drilled in running, 
jumping, pounding upstairs and down- 
stairs, and causing disturbances in gen- 
eral. They have no leader in this new 
school, but each spook secs to it that he 
flows out the prescribed' program, and 
makes as much noise as -possible. 

The program they have hit upon, 
might be summed up as follows — from 
five to fifteen minutes after any hour, 
the thoughtless spooks line up in a dis- 
orderly manner at the head of the stairs 
in the main hall. These stairs lead into 
the subterranean passage, above which 
is the haunted chamber of the three 
portals. At a given signal they dash 
down the stairs each sponk aiming to 
overtake the other. Having reached the 
subterranean -passage, the recruits hold 
a stamping scrambling drill, which, to 
the poor unfortunates studying in the. 
haunted chamber above, sounds like a 
i stampede df wild elephants. 

Following the grand stampede, a race 
to the foot of the stairs leading up, is 
indulged in. Upon reaching this objec- 
tive, the mad throng takes the stairs by 
storm* and a process of falling up and 
down is practised. Tlie lop of the first 
flight of stairs, which is also the bot- 
tom of the second flight, is gained. A 
halt is called here, for a second or two, 
; and several spooks practise whistling an 
out-of-date song, out of tune. The last 
lap, a flight ai narrow, rickety stairs is 
taken on the jump. At the top the spook 
reach their destination, upon entering the 
'Death Trap." But their training is not 
completed. 

finishing touch is added at twen 
mtes after the hour, in the form of 
•Drill. 

This drill consists of moving chairs 
, backward, and sideward; of 
them up ,and throwing them 
down ; of scrambling tlicm like eggs ; 
and 'lastly, of spinning them like tops in 
a game of put-and-take. In. five minutes 
this orderly drill is over, (for which 
certain unfortunates below arc heartily 
thankful;) and then the whole program 
is gone through again, backwards. This 
brings the thoughtless spooks safely 
back into the mam hall, where they en- 
joy a few minutes respite after their 
hard and strenuous drill. 
' One ài the great advantages c-f this 
new course of drill is that there is no 
study connected wtih it, no tiresome fif- 
ty minute lectures ; each spook has ab- 
solute freedom which he may use or 
abuse. 

In passing wc might add, that per- 
haps, this drill has a special purpose in 
view,. That purpose being the tearing 
down of the Arts Building. This will 
save much expense and worry when the 
time actually comes for the building to 
be pulled down; for which each hour 
of drill the spooks arc knocking down 
r pieces of plaster, of walls, and ccil- 
ng; they arc wearing out, and breaking 
up the chairs in "Chair Drill," they arc 
scraping off the paint and wood from 
the floors and stairs. 

But the Ides o"f March is coming down 
upon us, and April follows after with its 
reckoning. The thoughtless spooks 
will have to pay a double toll, for dis- 
turbing the unfortunates, and which is

All the R. V. C. students who attend- 
ed the meeting of the Undergraduate So- 
ciety yesterday heard a very interesting 
and enlightening talk about the Student 
Relief Campaign. This was given by Mr. 
Robert Hall, one of the most prominent 
figures in McGill's part in the Cam- 
paign. 

Mr. Hall first briefly described the 
appalling conditions now existing in 
Central Europe, and showed how badly 
help is needed there, especially among 
the Student Class. 

He then mentioned certain objections 
which have been made to helping these 
students. For instance, people ask why 
tnej don't get out and work for them- 
selves. The answer to this, of course, is 
that the majority of them are physically 
unfit, al'c that there arc so nnny peo- 
ple without employment. Another ob- 
jection raised, is that wc arc helping 
people who just a few years ago we 
were fighting; However, McGill is too 
big to think about that.. 

The handling of the Relict Campaign, 
Mr. Hall went on to say is done by the 
World Christian Student Federation. 
The students helped arc those in the 
Senior Years, and the money is sent 
direct to Geneva. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Hall's ad- 
dress, it was decided that R. V. C. 
should support the movement. Each 
class will look after its own subscrip- 
tions, and when the money is all in. it 
will be sent together, with the men's 
donation, to our fellow students over- 
seas, who arc so much less fortunate 
than ourselves.

GOING THROUGH HE MOTIONS 



Everybody knows of the onc-horsc 
town clerk who feverishly leans over 
his desk and plays tit-tat-toc as the boss 
[nits his face through the office win- 
dow. 

Everybody knows or has probably ex- 
perienced the case of the mechanic or 
ditcher' or stitcher who lays down on 
the job and revels in his soldiering and 
sham attempts at keeping busy. 

Ecvcrybody knows the puffed-up in- 
elloctual nonentities who put on all sorts 
of brazen "fronts" and think they are 
fooling their betters, who sooner or 
later learn to sec through them. 

Yes, the world sees through these peo- 
ple and cooly winks its eye at them, 
knowing full well their hollowness and 
knowing full well that their activity is 
simply superficial nianocuverings, aim- 
less actions carried on to deceive others. 
They arc not real. They arc just going 
through the motions! 

"Going through the motions" is not a 
phenomenon that characterizes any par- 
ticular walk of life. Its effect is felt 
everywhere in one form or another. But 
in the field of ideas, where the student 
is supposed to move and linger, the 
tendency to this mechanical bluffing is 
more prone to come to the fore. Here 
the product is so intangible. 

Tn business, a man is judged by what 
he is worth in dollars and cents; in en- 
gineering, a man is judged by the dur- 
ability and service of the structure he 
builds; in diplomacy, a man is judged 
by the actual good will he has created 
between nation and nation and with 
what wisdom he has brought about bet- 
ter national and international adjust- 
ments. 

In other words, in the world of action 
a man is judged by his product But 
in the world oi books, it is far more 
difficult to judge by products, since of- 
ten no perceptible product exists. 

It needs no, aid of a high-powered 
telescope to. find in. university circles 
this "going through the motions," tend- 
ency highly developed. People in a uni- 
vcrsity have an extraordinary opportu- 
nity just to read mopingly, blankly, bury- 
ing themselves in their Ixioks without 
knowing whether it is English or Sans- 
crit that they are. reading— just words, 
words. Students can draw lines, write 
papers on all sorts of subjects, pass ex- 
aminations, add, subtract, and multiply 
without understanding one iota of what 
they arc doing. Students arc a rare lot, 
but that is the truth, and there is no 
use hiding it. It is so easy to get by in 
a university just' by going through the 
mechanical tricks of the game. 

Professors try to cure the evil by an 
elaborate system of bugaboo examina- 
tions, but whether this adds a real in- 
centive to the mastery of a subject is 
indeed very doubtful. Just what is need- 
cd is no bugaboos, but a sincere, frank 
desire to do way with so much sham 
in our intellectual life at the university. 

Too much need not be said on this 
score. It is always a problem with every 
worth while man or woman. It is a 
question of doing some constructive def- 
inite thinking or just going through its 
exterior motions. Which it shall be lies 
with the individual himscPf.
